NORTH  CAROLINA  AGRICULTURAL  SOCIETY 


Incorporation 

The  North  Carolina  Agricultural  Society,  as  organized  by  a  voluntary 
association  on  the  eighth  day  of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
fifty-two,  at  the  city  of  Raleigh,  shall  be  incorporated  under  the  name  and 
style  of  The  North  Carolina  Agricultural  Society,  and  may  take  and  hold 
real  and  personal  estate:  Provided,  however,  that  upon  a  dissolution  of 
said  corporation,  for  any  cause,  all  of  its  property,  real  or  personal,  after 
applying  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  required  to  pay  its  debts  and  obliga- 
tions, shall  escheat  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  except  such  property 
rights  as  may  belong  to  the  city  of  Raleigh,  for  the  purposes  hereinafter 
specified. 

Officers:    Election  and   Term 

Such  corporation  shall  annually  elect  from  its  membership  a  president, 
four  vice-presidents,  a  treasurer,  recording  secretary,  corresponding  sec- 
retary, and  such  other  oflicers  as  may  be  necessary  or  deemed  advisable; 
all  of  whom  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified. 


BY-LAWS 


Article    1. — Officers 

Section  1.  Election  and  Term.  In  addition  to  the  officers  authorized 
in  the  charter,  there  shall  be  elected  fifteen  (15)  district  vice-presidents, 
who  shall  also  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors;  a  business  manager 
and  superintendent  of  the  State  Fair.  The  president,  four  vice-presidents, 
a  treasurer,  recording  secretary  and  corresponding  secretary  shall  be 
elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society  or  adjourned  meeting  thereof. 

The  treasurer  and  recording  secretary,  or  the  treasurer  and  correspond- 
ing secretary,  or  the  recording  secretary  and  corresponding  secretary, 
may  be  one  and  the  same  person. 

The  fifteen  district  vice-presidents  shall  be  elected  annually,  one  each 
from  the  fifteen  districts  into  which  the  State  is  divided  by  the  Board  of 
Directors.  Where  the  counties  of  the  several  districts  are  organized  into 
county  sections  of  the  Agricultural  Society,  these  county  sections  shall 
have  authority  to  elect  the  vice-president  for  their  district;  otherwise  the 
vice-presidents  of  the  several  districts  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing.    The  nominee  must  reside  within  the  district. 

The  business  manager  and  superintendent  shall  be  elected  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  for  such  term  as  they  may  deem  best. 

All  ex-presidents  shall  become  honorary  vice-presidents  of  the  society. 

Sec.  2.  Board  of  Directors.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  composed 
of  fifty  (50)  members,  consisting  of  the  fifteen  district  vice-presidents, 
the  four  vice-presidents-at-large,  the  secretary  and  president,  and  twenty- 
eight   (28)  additional  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  president.

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The  president,  first  vice-president  and  recording  secretary  of  the  society 
shall  be  ex  officio  officers  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Board  of  Direc- 
tors shall  serve  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  or 
elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  3.  Executive  Committee.  The  Executive  Committee  or  governing 
body  of  the  society,  consisting  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  nine, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  president  from  the  Board  of  Directors,  of  which 
the  president  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman,  and  shall  have  general  super- 
vision of  all  of  the  work  of  the  society  and  carry  out  all  instructions  of 
the  society  and  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  appointed  for  one  year  and  shall  hold  their  office  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  and  qualified. 

Sec.  4.  Eligibility  for  Office.  Only  members  of  the  society  shall  be 
eligible  for  any  office  mentioned  in  section  1,  except  business  manager 
and  superintendent,  or  for  membership  on  the  Executive  Committee  or 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

Article  3. — Membership 

Section  1.    Membership  in  the  society  shall  be  of  two  classes: 

1.  Life  members,  who  shall  have  paid  a  membership  fee  of  fifty 
($50)  dollars  at  one  time  and  thereafter  be  relieved  of  all  fees  or  dues, 
and  all  present  life  members. 

2.  Annual  members,  who  shall  pay  a  membership  fee  of  five  ($5) 
dollars  annually. 

Sec.  2.   Termination  of  membership. 

A.  Membership  shall  be  terminated  by  written  resignation. 

B.  When  members  fail  to  pay  their  annual  dues  within  ninety  days 
after  the  beginning  of  the  membership  year. 

Sec.  3.  Life  and  annual  members  shall  be  entitled  to  two  free  admis- 
sions to  all  fairs  held  by  the  society;  of  the  two  admissions  issued  to 
members,  one  shall  be  made  out  in  the  name  of  the  member  and  one  in 
blank.

TR  A\  SPORTATION 

Exhibits  shipped  by  freight  should  be  billed  as  follows:  "For  exhibit, 
State  Fair  Grounds,  Raleigh,  care  of  Seaboard  Air  Line."  Exhibits  so 
billed  will  be  delivered  to  the  grounds. 

Two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  is  the  charge  for  switching  cars  from 
Raleigh  to  the  Fair  Grounds,  if  billed  over  a  non-competitive  line. 

Exhibits  shipped  over  the  Seaboard  Air  Line  or  any  competitive  line 
will  reach   the  grounds  without   extra   switching  charge. 

The  Tariff  rules,  governing  the  shipment  of  articles  for  exhibition  at 
expositions  and  fairs,  provide  for  a  free  return  of  such  exhibits  when  ac- 
companied by  a  certificate  from  the  manager  of  the  Fair,  certifying  that 
such  shipment  was  on  exhibition  and  the  ownership  of  same  was  not 
changed.  Intending  exhibitors  should  consult  their  local  agent  for  par- 
ticulars governing  Fair  shipments,  as  some  kinds  of  exhibits  are  not  re- 
turned free  and  other  conditions  enter  in  if  shipment  is  not  returned 
direct.  If  your  agent  is  unable  to  give  you  full  particulars,  write  the 
management  of  the  State  Fair. 

RULES  GOVERNING  ENTRIES,  EXHIBITS  AND  AWARDS 

GENERAL 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Agricultural  Society 
reserves  the  right  to  rule  on  all  questions  not  covered  by  these  rules.  In- 
terpretations of  all  rules  will  be  made  by  the  above  said  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

2.  In  the  event  of  conflict  between  the  general  rules  and  the  special 
rules  governing  the  various  departments  the  special  rules  will  take  prece- 
dence. 

3.  Disregard  of  any  rule  or  misrepresentation  by  exhibitor  or  conces- 
sionaire forfeits  all  premiums,  rights  and  privileges  without  recourse. 

4.  The  management  will  use  diligence  to  insure  the  safety  of  livestock 
and  articles  entered  for  exhibition  or  display  after  their  arrival  on  the 
grounds,  but  under  no  circumstances  will  it  be  responsible  for  loss,  injury, 
or  damage  by  fire,  lightning,  wind  or  any  other  agency,  to  such  livestock, 
or  article  on  exhibition  or  display,  and  the  Fair  and  management  thereof 
shall  be  indemnified  by  the  exhibitor  against  all  legal  or  other  proceed- 
ings relating  thereto. 

5.  Exhibitors  must  place  all  exhibits  under  the  direction  of  the  super- 
intendent in  charge,  and  in  no  case  can  they  be  removed  until  the  close 
of  the  Fair  except  by  written  order  of  the  manager.  All  animals  in  the 
horse  and  cattle  classes  will  be  expected  to  participate  in  the  livestock 
parade  on  the  race  track  at  1  o'clock  Thursday.  Premiums  will  be  with- 
held from  any  exhibitor  not  complying  with  this  order. 

6.  Promiscuous  advertising  is  strictly  prohibited.  Exhibitors  may  ad- 
vertise and  distribute  from  their  places  of  exhibit  only.  The  distribution 
of  advertising  matter  that  confiicts  in  any  manner  with  a  concession  sold 
by  the  management  is  prohibited. 

ENTRIES 

1.  Competition  is  open  to  the  Avorld,  unless  specially  noted. 

2.  Entries  will  be  received  at  the  office  of  the  manager  any  time  after 
September  the  first.

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3.  Entries  in  all  departments  must  be  made  on  the  printed  forms  pro- 
vided by  the  Manager  for  that  purpose  and  must  be  in  full  compliance 
with  the  printed  instructions  on  same.  The  right  is  reserved  to  reject 
any  entry  offered. 

4.  All  entries  must  be  made  in  the  name  of  the  bona  fide  owner.  In 
order  that  a  permanent  record  be  on  file  it  is  essential  that  the  name  and 
record  number  or  record  number  and  ear  tag  number  be  given  of  all 
animals  entered.  Entries  will  not  be  accepted  unless  this  information  is 
furnished  at  time  of  making  entry.  All  animals  in  the  horse  and 
cattle  classes  over  6  months  old  and  in  the  swine  and  sheep  classes 
over  3  months  old  must  be  recorded  and  appear  in  the  name  of  the 
exhibitor  on  the  records  of  their  respective  associations.  In  the  case  of 
young  animals  the  date  of  birth  and  name  and  record  number  of  sire  and 
dam  must  be  given. 

5.  Misrepresentation  as  to  breeding  and  irregularity  in  showing  will 
be  exposed  and  any  premium  won  by  such  exhibitor  will  be  withheld. 

6.  A  firm,  to  be  entitled  to  exhibit  as  such,  must  have  been  organized 
for  a  time  not  less  than  thirty  days  next  preceding  the  closing  of  entries 
and  such  firm  must  be  organized  as  a  bona  fide  firm  for  the  purpose  of 
producing  or  buying  and  selling  the  animals  or  articles  they  propose  to 
exhibit  in  the  name  of  such  firm.  A  firm  will  be  regarded  as  one  ex- 
hibitor. 

7.  Incomplete  entries  will  be  returned  for  correction  if  there  is  time 
to  do  so.  Exhibitors  are  urged  to  enter  early  and  to  use  great  care  in 
filling  out  entry  blanks,  being  particular  to  give  all  the  information  re- 
quested on  the  blanks,  in  clear  terms,  easily  understood.  This  will  save 
work  and  annoyance  for  both  exhibitors  and  management. 

8.  All  exhibits  must  be  in  place  by  6  o'clock  p.  m.  Monday,  October 
16.  Grounds  will  be  open  to  receive  exhibits  one  week  before  the  Fair 
opens. 

9.  Collections  and  displays  must  be  made  up  of  specimens  other  than 
those  entered  in  single  classes. 

10.  All  livestock  on  exhibition  must  be  cared  for  by  the  exhibitor.  All 
stalls  and  pens  will  be  well  bedded  before  the  Fair,  free  of  charge,  there- 
after exhibitors  will  be  required  to  furnish  their  own  bedding.  Feed  and 
straw  will  be  on  sale  on  the  grounds  at  reasonable  prices. 

11.  All  articles  and  livestock  must  be  delivered  to  the  grounds.  No 
charge  for  transportation,  express,  freight,  or  drayage  will  be  paid  by  the 
Fair. 

12.  No  free  tickets  will  be  furnished  exhibitors  or  helpers. 
Exhibitors  entering  for  premiums  amounting  to  $5.00  or  less  will  not 

be  required  to  pay  an  entry  fee. 

If  total  of  all  premiums  which  can  be  won  amounts  to  more  than  $5.00 
an  entry  fee  of  $2.00  will  be  required,  which  must  accompany  the  entry, 
and  for  which  an  exhibitor's  admission  ticket  will  be  issued,  good  for  the 
entire  week  with  privilege  of  entering  the  grounds  with  an  automobile, 
when  the  license  number  of  the  machine  appears  on  the  ticket. 

13.  Only  one  person  will  be  admitted  to  the  grounds  on  the  ticket 
that  entitles  the  exhibitor  or  firm  'to  compete,  a  firm  being  regarded  as 
one  exhibitor  and  in  no  case  will  such  ticket  be  transferable.

1.  Protests  must  be  made  in  writing  and  filed  with  the  Manager  by 
noon  of  day  following  award,  accompanied  by  a  protest  fee  of  $5.00, 
which  will  be  retained  by  the  North  Carolina  Agricultural  Society  if  pro- 
test is  not  sustained. 

2.  All  protests  will  be  considered  at  a  time  set  by  the  President  of  the 
North  Carolina  Agricultural  Society  and  all  parties  interested  will  be 
notified. 

'  3.   The  North  Carolina  State  Fair  has  adopted  the  rules  of  the  Inter- 
national Association  of  Fairs  and  Expositions  governing  appeals. 

CONCESSIONS   AND   PRIVILEGES 

1.  Purchasers  of  space  and  each  concessionaire  will  receive  one  season 
coupon  ticket  free. 

This  ticket  is  good  for  the  week  with  privilege  of  entering  the  ground 
with  an  automobile,  when  the  license  number  of  the  machine  appears  on 
the  ticket. 

No  free  tickets  will  be  furnished  to  helpers,  but  employees  must  secure 
season  helpers'  tickets  which  sell  at  $1.00  each. 

2.  Concessionaires  are  bound  by  the  terms  of  the  contracts  they  sign 
at  the' time  of  securing  concessions.  In  addition,  they  are  liable  to  strict 
supervision  by  the  management.  The  right  is  reserved  to  promulgate 
and  enforce  whatever  rules  appear  necessary  for  the  regulation  of 
concessions. 

3.  The  abuse  of  any  privilege  granted,  by  extortion,  impure  or  un- 
wholesome food,  sale  of  dishonest  goods,  untidy  appearance  o^  booths,  or 
other  acts  or  practices  objectionable  to  the  North  Carolina  Agricultural 
Society,  will  forfeit  all  rights  and  privileges  without  recourse. 

4.  The  sale  of  alcoholic  liquors  and  games  of  chance  are  strictly  pro- 
hibited. Any  violation  of  this  rule  will  be  prosecuted  to  the  full  extent 
of  the  law. 

NEWSPAPER  SOLICITORS 

1.  No  concession,  booth  or  privilege  will  be  granted  to  newspaper 
solicitors,  except  on  written  request  of  the  publishers  or  manager,  mailed 
to  the  Manager  ten  days  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Fair,  which  request 
must  contain  name  of  publication,  privilege  desired,  and  names  of  such 
persons  authorized  as  solicitors  (who  have  been  continuously  employed 
for  a  period  of  three  months  preceding  date  of  application). 

2.  Solicitors  must  be  gentlemanly,  courteous,  and  honest  in  dealing 
with  the  public,  and  are  absolutely  prohibited  from  influencing  subscrip- 
tions such  as  by  the  issue  of  tickets  for  future  drawing  of  gifts,  or  by  the 
giving  away  of  merchandise,  live  stock  or  articles  of  any  kind  whatsoever 
in  connection  therewith.  All  subscription  sales  must  be  made  strictly 
upon  the  merits  of  the  publication.

1.  Every  exhibitor  must  make  his  own  choice  as  to  the  class  in  which 
he  will  enter  his  horse  or  horses,  and  abide  by  it.  The  Superintendent 
in  charge  reserves  the  right  of  determining  all  disputed  cases  as  to 
qualifications. 

2.  One  or  more  judges  shall  be  appointed  for  each  class. 

3.  The  soundness  of  all  entries  will  be  decided  by  the  State  Veteri- 
narian. 

4.  The  charge  for  box  stalls  is  $2  each.     Open  stalls,  $1  each. 

5.  The  Management  will  in  no  case  be  responsible  for  loss  or  damage 
that  may  occur;  and  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  the  entry  that  each  exhibi- 
tor shall  hold  the  management  harmless  from  any  loss  or  accident. 
Exhibitors  shall  be  responsible  for  any  injury  which  may  be  caused  by 
their  exhibits. 

6.  In  cases  of  horses  being  entered  and  not  exhibited,  a  penalty  of 
$5.00  will  be  levied  against  the  exhibitor  unless  remitted  for  good  cause 
by  the  Superintendent  in  charge  before  the  opening  of  each  session  in 
which  the  horse  was  to  have  shown. 

7.  Exhibitor's  numbers  will  be  provided  at  the  show,  which  must  be 
displayed   prominently   on   all   exhibits. 

8.  Horses  will  be  measured  by  the  State  Veterinarian  from  whose 
decision,  upon  the  approval  of  the  presiding  judges,  there  will  be  no 
appeal.  Special  care  should  be  taken  that  their  measurement  is  correct, 
as  in  the  case  of  a  wrong  entry  the  horse  will  be  disqualified  from  taking 
a  prize. 

9.  When  one  horse  of  a  pair  does  not  exceed  half  an  inch  under  or 
half  an  inch  over  the  height  prescribed  in  the  class  in  which  they  are 
entered,  one  of  the  horses  being  within  the  limit,  the  pair  shall  not  be 
disqualified,  but  the  horse  that  is  not  within  the  prescribed  limit  shall 
not  be  eligible  in  any  single  harness  class  except  that  for  which  his 
height  qualifies  him. 

10.  All  horses  must  be  paraded  in  the  ring  whenever  so  ordered  by 
the  management,  and  any  one  failing  to  comply  with  this  rule  will  be 
liable  to  forefeit  any  prize  to  which  he  may  be  entitled.  All  attendants 
coming  in  charge  of  horses  will  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Superin- 
tendent or  his  authorized  agent,  and  all  attendants  in  charge  of  animals 
shall  be  in  attendance  each  day  during  the  show  at  least  a  quarter  of  an 
hour  before  the  time  appointed  for  exhibiting  the  animals  in  the  show 
ring. 

11.  The  fences  for  the  jumping  classes  will  be  such  as  the  Superin- 
tendent in  charge  shall  elect. 

12.  During  the  time  of  judging,  no  person  will  be  allowed  in  the 
ring  except  the  judges  and  attendants  in  charge  of  horses  being  judged. 
This  rule  will  be  STRICTLY  ENFORCED. 

13.  The  Superintendent  in  charge  reserves  the  right  of  declining  any 
entry  and  to  remove  any  animal  from  the  show.

Get  need  not  be  owned  by  exhibitor. 

Produce  of  cow  shall  consist  of  two  animals  of  any  age,  the  produce  of 
one  cow.      Produce  need  not  be  owned  by  exhibitor. 

All  females,'  thirty-six  months  of  age,  must  have  produced  a  living  calf 
and  entries  must  be  accompanied  by  affidavits  of  date  of  birth  of  last  calf, 
or  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  being  in  calf. 

Any  bull,  thirty-six  months  old  or  over  on  the  first  day  of  September  of 
year  in  which  shown,  that  has  not  had  dropped  to  his  service  during  the 
twelve  months  preceding  said  date  one  or  more  living  calves  will  not  be 
eligible  to  the  show. 

All  applications  for  entry  of  cattle  must  be  accompanied  by  the  name 
of  the  breeder,  name,  number,  age  and  date  of  birth,  and  name  and 
number  of  sire  and  dam  of  the  animal  to  be  exhibited. 

All  animals  exhibited  in  this  department  must  be  recorded  with  their 
respective  associations. 

All  animals  entered  for  exhibition  must  be  in  place  not  later  than  6 
o'clock  p.  m.  Monday,  October  16,  1922. 

Exhibitors  will  be  required  to  have  blankets  removed  from  all  exhibits 
between  the  hours  of  9  a.  m.  and  4  p  .m.  each  day  of  the  Fair.

serum  alone  not  less  than  7  days,  or  more  than  3  0  days,  or  with  the 
serum  and  virus  not  less  than  30  days  immediately  prior  to  being 
placed  on  exhibit." 

All  entries  must  comply  with  this  section.  The  right  is  reserved  to 
reject  an  entry  or  to  remove  same  after  entered  should  our  veterinarian 
find  that  the  animal  is  affected  with  a  communicable  disease. 

The  superintendent  or  ring  clerk  should  obtain  names  and  record 
numbers  of  all  animals  composing  herds  and  groups,  where  regularly 
entered  or  substituted,  that  such  data  may  be  included  in  report  of 
awards.

2.  No  carload  or  professional  "string-man"  exhibit  will  be  allowed 
to  compete  for  premiums,  except  those  residents  in  the  States  named 
who  are  owners  and  breeders  of  the  birds  they  exhibit,  and  maintain 
a  breeding  establishment  sufficient  to  raise  the  birds  so  exhibited. 

Note. — This  rule  will  not  be  construed  to  debar  any  legitimate  num- 
ber of  exhibitors  from  combining  and  chartering  a  car  to  transport  their 
exhibits  if  by  so  doing  they  can  save  freight  and  other  expenses,  but  it 
will   be   enforced  against   those  it   is  intended   to   debar. 

3.  All  entries  must  be  made  with  the  Manager,  E.  V.  Walborn,  not 
later  than  Saturday,  6  p.  m.,  October  2nd,  and  specimens  must  reach 
Raleigh  not  later  than  3  p.  m.,  Monday,  October  16th.  Judging  will 
begin  promptly  at  10:30  o'clock  a.  m.  on  Tuesday.  All  specimens  not 
in   place  at  that  time  will   be   debarred   from   competition. 

4.  The  American  Standard  of  Perfection  (revised  edition)  will  be  the 
guide  of  the  judges  in  awarding  the  premiums. 

5.  All  specimens  should  be  banded,  and  will  be  classified,  and  each 
breed    grouped. 

6.  All  shipments  should  be  marked  with  the  contents  as  to  the  num- 
ber and  variety  or  breed  it  contains. 

Definitions:  Cock,  a  male  specimen  hatched  prior  to  1922;  Cockerel, 
a  male  specimen  hatched  during  1922;  Hen,  a  female  specimen  hatched 
prior  to  1922;  Pullet,  a  female  specimen  hatched  during  1922;  pen,  one 
male  and   four  females. 

7.  Exhibitors  need  not  accompany  their  fowls,  although  a  cordial 
invitation  is  extended  to  them  to  do  so.  When  addressed  to  Superin- 
tendent Poultry  Department,  State  Fair,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  with  express 
charges  prepaid,  they  will  receive  proper  attention,  and  be  returned  to 
owners  at  the  close  of  the  Fair. 

When  it  is  necessary  that  birds  be  shipped  on  Saturday  in  order  to 
insure  their  arrival  in  time  for  judging,  they  will  be  penned  and  fed 
on   Sunday  at  the  Fair   grounds. 

S.  Any  birds  delayed  in  transit  may  be  admitted  at  the  discretion  of 
the    Executive    Committee. 

9.  After  the  judging,  the  management  will  endeavor  to  place  a  uniform 
card  on  each  coop,  giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  exhibitor  and 
the  variety  of  the  poultry  shown. 

10.  Premiums  will  only  be  paid  to  worthy  specimens  and  in  the  classes 
when  awarded.     To  win  the  first  premium  a  bird  must  score  at  least  9  0

Educational  Value,   30  points;   Artistic  Arrangement,   10   points. 

In  making  the  awards  according  to  this  classification,  special  emphasis 
shall  be  given  to  the  quality  of  the  field  and  garden  crops,  fruits,  and  to 
the  excellence  and  practical  utility  of  the  home  industry  exhibit. 

The  educational  value  of  the  exhibit  shall  be  construed  to  mean  prac- 
tical lessons  that  may  be  drawn  from  it  by  farmers  or  others  with  refer- 
ence to  certain  methods  of  handling,  marketing,  growing,  and  selecting 
seed  of  the  different  crops;  for  instance,  samples  of  corn  might  be  ex- 
hibited showing  the  effects  of  a  systematic,  intelligent  system  of  seed 
selection,  upon  the  quality  of  the  corn,  as  well  as  upon  its  yielding  powers. 
Again,  an  exhibit  that  would  show  the  effect  of  spraying  apples  as  against 
unsprayed  would  have  great  educational  value.  The  effect  of  growing 
leguminous  crops  upon  crop  yields  might  be  shown  concretely  or  graphi- 
cally. This,  too,  would  bring  out  a  most  valuable  lesson  to  those  farmers 
who  might  study  the  exhibits.  Many  other  exhibits  of  this  nature  might 
be  devised  which  would  have  great  value  from  an  educational  standpoint. 

Each  exhibit  for  classes  No.  2263,  2264,  and  2265  shall  not  contain 
more  than  five  varieties  of  any  one  field  or  garden  crop,  except  for  deco- 
rative purposes.  Only  the  best  varieties  for  the  different  counties  should 
be  exhibited. 

Home  Industry  includes  canned  goods,  not  to  exceed  3  5  cans,  no  two 
alike;  and  not  more  than  15  cans  of  preserves,  jells,  and  pickles,  no  two 
alike;  fifty  cans  in  all,  also  meat,  dairy  products,  eggs,  etc.,  but  not 
fresh  cooked  articles,  baking,  or  needlework  of  any  kind.

In  judging  the  exhibits  of  crops  in  the  Agricultural  Department,  the 
following  score  cards  will  be  used: 

FOR  CORN 

1.  Prolificacy 30  points 

2.  Trueness  of  ears  to  variety  type 20  points 

3.  Market  and  seed  conditions 30  points 

4.  Character  and  uniformity  of  ears 10  points 

5.  Character  and  uniformity  of  kernels 10  points 

Total 100   points 

Prolificacy  should  be  interpreted  as  the  total  amount  of  shelled  corn 
per  stalk. 

Trueness  of  ears  to  variety  type  should  include  size  of  the  ears,  color 
of  grain  and  cob,  and  shape  of  ears. 

Market  and  seed  condition  should  apply  to  the  maturity  of  the  ears, 
their  sappiness,  chaffness,  adherence  of  chaff  to  tip  cap,  adherence  of 
tip  cap  to  cob,  plumpness  of  tips  of  kernels,  soundness  and  luster  of  ker- 
nels, and  freedom  from  disease. 

In  judging  the  character  and  uniformity  of  the  ears  of  the  exhibit, 
consideration  should  be  given  to  length  and  diameter  of  ears,  shape  and 
filling  out  at  butts  and  tips,  straightness  and  arrangement  of  grain  rows, 
purity  and  color  of  kernels,  and  space  between  grain  rows. 

Character  and  uniformity  of  kernels  should  apply  to  size  and  shape  of 
kernels,  size  and  condition  of  germs,  filling  out  of  space  on  the  cob,  color 
and  purity  of  kernels,  uniformity  of  kernels  throughout  length  of  ears, 
and  depth  and  width  of  kernels. 
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Prizes  are  offered  for  the  most  prolific  and  best  exhibits  rather  than 
for  the  greatest  amount  of  corn  grown  on  any  one  acre.  Such  exliibits 
should  consist  of  ten  ears  accompanied  by  one  stalk  with  ears  attached. 
In  preparing  for  the  exhibit,  cut  the  stalk  off  about  one  foot  above  the 
top  ear  and  at  an  equal  distance  below  the  bottom  ear. 

For  judging  corn,   Class   2283,   use  the   following  score   card:

STANLEY  COMBS  in  charge 

A  students'  livestock  judging  contest,  conducted  by  the  Animal  Hus- 
bandry Division  of  the  North  Carolina  Experiment  Station,  will  be  held. 
This  contest  is  open  to  any  boy  or  girl  who  is  a  regular  attendant  at  any 
vocational  agricultural  school  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  (This  does 
not,  however,  include  any  student  assistant  or  instructor.)  Contestants 
will  not  be  eligible  who  have  at  any  time  attended  an  agricultural  college 
of  this  or  any  other  State. 

TEAM  CONTEST 

Teams  of  three  students  from  a  vocational  agricultural  school  will  con- 
stitute a  judging  team.  The  name  of  the  school  and  the  number  of  con- 
testants shall  be  sent  to  Mr.  Combs,  State  College  Station,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 
The  names  of  the  members  of  the  teams  shall  be  given  to  Mr.  Combs  on 
the  morning  of  the  contest  not  later  than  8:30  o'clock.  The  members  of 
the  team  will  compete  for  grades  along  with  the  individual  contestants, 
and  at  the  same  time  and  place.  Unless  at  least  three  teams  compete,  no 
team  prize  will  be  given. 
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The  students  will  be  required  to  place  one  class  of  the  following:  Beef 
Cattle,  Dairy  Cattle,  Swine,  Sheep,  Poultry.  They  will  be  allowed  15 
minutes  to  place  each  class  and  10  minutes  to  write  reasons  on  each  class. 
The  contest  will  start  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.  on  Tuesday,  October  17,  and  will 
be  held  at  the  judging  pavilion. 

All  teachers  are  requested  to  have  their  teams  at  the  pavilion  by  8:30 
o'clock  a.  m.  for  final  instructions.  After  the  work  is  started,  no  team 
or  individual  will  be  allowed  to  enter  the  contest. 

Score  cards  and  forms  upon  which  reasons  are  to  be  written  may  be 
had  from  the  Animal  Industry  Division  of  the  North  Carolina  Experiment 
Station  and  Extension  Service.

As  far  as  possible  it  is  desirable  that  horticultural  exhibits  be  brought 
in  and  set  up  by  the  growers.  Where  this  is  not  possible,  the  Superin- 
tendent will  be  glad  to  receive  and  place  on  exhibit  all  suitable  horticul- 
tural products  sent  in.  All  exhibits  competing  for  premiums  must  be 
grown  in  the  State. 

In  sending  in  fruit  for  exhibition,  select  only  those  specimens  that  are 
perfect  in  form  and  color  and  free  from  all  insect  and  fungous  blemishes. 
Do  not  knock  or  shake  off  the  fruit  from  the  tree,  but  pick  each  specimen 
by  hand,  taking  care  not  to  pull  the  stem  out.  Wrap  each  fruit  separately 
in  paper,  and  pack  firmly  in  box  or  barrel,  taking  every  care  to  avoid 
bruising.  Label  each  variety,  and  put  in  papers  to  keep  varieties  separate. 
Do  not  use  hay,  fodder,  excelsior,  or  any  other  dusty  material  in  packing. 
Nail  up  firmly  and  address  to  "State  Fair,  Department  of  Horticulture, 
Raleigh,  N.  C."  Each  package  should  be  plainly  marked  with  the  name 
and  address  of  the  exhibitor.  Barrels  of  apples  to  compete  in  class  of 
commercial  barrel  pack  must  be  faced  and  headed. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Fair  plates  for  the  variety  exhibits  of  fruit  will  be 
furnished  free  by  the  Manager. 

A  perfect  plate  of  fruit  should  contain  five  specimens,  and  no  more, 
characteristic  of  the  variety,  with  stems  attached,  of  high  color,  of  unir 
form,  marketable  size,  free  from  cuts  or  bruises  and  all  insect  and  fungous 
blemishes.  If  additional  specimens  are  sent  in  by  growers,  the  committee 
will  select  and  place  on  exhibit  the  best  possible  plate  to  be  made  from  all 
the  specimens  submitted. 

Commercial  box  apples  should  be  graded  to  uniform  size,  of  high  color, 
free  from  bruises  and  insect  and  fungous  blemishes.  They  should  be 
properly  packed  in  standard  bushel  boxes  of  IOI/2  by  11%  by  18  inches, 
inside  measurement.  The  boxes  should  be  of  soft,  light  wood,  smooth- 
sawed  inside,  and  dressed  outside.  The  ends  are  three-quarters  of  an  inch 
thick,  the  sides  three-eighths  of  an  inch,  and  the  bottom  one-quarter  of 
an  inch.     Attractiveness  of  label  will  be  considered. 

Commercial  barrel  apples  should  be  fairly  uniform  in  size,  of  high  color, 
and  free  from  bruises  and  insect  and  other  blemishes.  Special  attention 
given  brands  and  labels. 

The  Superintendent  will  see  that  each  plate  of  fruit  is  plainly  marked 
and  correctly  named,  and  the  entry  tag  attached  to  the  same,  so  that  the 
entry  can  be  identified  by  the  judges  without  difficulty.  A  premium  offered 
for  a  general  collection  of  fruit  will  not  be  awarded  to  a  mere  pile  of 
apples,  or  other  fruit,  but  must  be  for  a  real  collection,  arranged  on 
plates,  and  all  correctly  labeled,  and  no  fruit  will  be  counted  in  a  collec- 
tion unless  it  is  a  fair  specimen  of  the  variety.  No  trashy  fruit  of  any 
kind  will  be  counted  merely  to  make  up  a  collection.  A  premium  for  the 
best  collection  of  grapes,  peaches,  or  any  other  fruit  will  not  be  awarded 
to  a  mere  number,  but  to  the  quality  of  the  exhibit  mainly.  The  Super- 
intendent may  withhold  premiums  in  any  case  where  the  article  is  not 
worthy.  No  article  entered  for  competition  in  any  one  class  will  be  per- 
mitted to  compete  for  a  premium  in  any  other  class,  excepting  sweep- 
stakes, and  no  exhibitor  may  make  two  entries  under  one  entry  number. 
No  attention  will  be  paid  by  the  committee  to  any  fruit  or  other  exhibit 
that  is  not  arranged  in  accordance  with  these  rules.  All  fruit  must  be 
shipped  or  brought  in  so  as  to  arrive  at  the  Fair  Grounds  not  later  than 
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Monday  noon  of  Fair  Week.  The  awards  for  fruits  will  be  made  on  the 
afternoon  of  the  second  day  of  the  Fair.  No  exhibitor  will  be  allowed  to 
discuss  exhibits  with  the  judges,  or  to  interfere  in  any  way  while  the 
judges  are  at  work. 

In  the  nomenclature  of  fruits,  the  names  adopted  by  the  American 
Pomological  Society  will  rule,  and  no  variety  will  be  accepted  that  has 
not  been  admitted  to  their  catalogue,  except  in  the  case  of  seedlings  never 
before  exhibited.  A  pile  of  fruit  brought  for  sale  merely  will  not  be  al- 
lowed to  count  in  a  general  collection  of  fruit,  as  all  fruits  shown  for 
premiums  must  be  arranged  on  plates  and  remain  on  them  until  the  close 
of  the  Fair.
